MEDICAL  OFFICER  fS  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  Decembers  1966 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashf ield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairmans  Madam  and  Gentlemens 

Marking  as  it  does, another  milestone  in  the  recorded  Health 
Annals  of  the  town,  it  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  1966. 

At  this  short  distance  removed,  1966  perhaps  may  not  be 
regarded  as  a vintage  year  of  spectacular  progress  from  the  Health 
viewpoint,  partly  because  of  the  severity  of  the  National  economic 
climate,  and  partly  due  to  local  difficulties  about  implementing 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  now  happily  resolved  with  a call  for  action  to 
give  effect  as  swiftly  as  possible  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

Thus,  and  increasingly  so  as  the  years  go  by,  the  decision  to 
implement  the  Clean  Air  Act  will  come  to  be  regarded  as  one  of  the 
most  momentous  and  beneficial  health  measures  ever  taken  by  Kirkby- 
in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council,  and  label  1966  as  a crucial 
turning  point  in  the  social  history  of  the  town. 

Emphasizing  as  it  does  the  end  of  an  era,  it  also  may  be  said 
to  herald  the  approaching  realization  of  a long  held  dream,  of  a 
new  Kirkby  rising,  like  a Phoenix,  symbolically  into  an  unpolluted 
atmosphere . 

No  better  a monument  could  be  erected  to  the  generations  of 
those  who  long  suffered  the  health  hazards  of  a mining  community, 
no  greater  service  could  be  done  for  posterity. 

Coal  is  a tyrant  king  no  longer  as  modern  machines  and 
technology  continue  to  limit  both  its  physical  and  chemical 
abilities  to  cause  harm  to  life  and  health. 
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Considered  solely  as  a measure  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
Bronchitis  and  Respiratory  Infection  (and  very  much  more  is 
involved  than  just  that),,  the  effects  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  will 
ultimately  bring  about  a spectacular  alteration  in  the  status  of 
these  diseases,,  presently  claiming  a statistical  place  as  the 
third  commonest  cause  of  death  amongst  the  adult  population. 

Breaking  with  tradition,  it  is  not  my  intention  in  this 
introduction  to  the  Report  to  reiterate  a list  of  the  vital 
statistics.  The  figures  and  tables  for  comparison  will  readily  be 
found  in  the  succeeding  pages. 

However,  I cannot  let  it  pass  without  comment  that  the 
Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  whole  district  per  1.000  births 
in  1966  at  16.87  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Kirkby-in-Ashf ield, 
and  when  it  is  compared  with  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for 
1957  at  75.29  and  to  that  of  1958  at  the  appalling  figure  of 
46.2,  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  figure  for  1966  may  be  described 
as  a spectacular  achievement,  and  whilst  still  leaving  much  to  be 
desired,  reflects  at  least  that  progress  is  being  maintained  in 
the  right  direction. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Whitten  and  his  deputy  Mr.  Cook,  for  their 
co-operation  and  unstinting  efforts,  under  an  ever  increasing 
work  load.  For  the  help,  where  necessary,  of  my  deputy.  Dr. Haynes, 
who  joined  our  staff  last  year,  and  of  the  other  Chief  Officials, 
including  the  Clerk  and  the  Surveyor,  I extend  my  grateful  thanks. 
With  pleasure  I acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  office  staff, 
and  Miss  Smith  in  particular,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  I wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the 
continued  help  and  guidance  which  has  enabled  me  to  record  that 
in  1966,  in  Health  and  other  affairs  of  the  town,  Kirkby-in- 
Ashfield  has  sound  reasons  for  having  its  eyes  fixed  confidently 
on  the  future .

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashf ield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman.,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  17th  Annual  Report. 

The  year  once  again  brought  new  legislation,  increasing  the 
work  of  the  department.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during 
tne  past  ten  years  some  23  pieces  of  legislation  concerning  the 
department  have  been  brought  into  force,  placing  a heavy  burden 
on  a staff  whose  total  establishment  has  remained  unchanged  since 
1937.  and  in  the  case  of  the  outside  staff  is  less. 

There  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  food  premises 
and  food  handling.  Almost  all  of  these  premises  have  carried  out 
improvements,  some  on  a major  scale.  The  standard  of  mobile  shops 
and  delivery  vans  also  improved.  Food  handlers  of  all  types 
showed  an  increased  interest  and  sense  of  responsibility. 

All  applications  for  registration  of  premises  under  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  have  been  dealt  with 
and  the  premises  inspected.  Re-visits  will,  of  course,  be  made 
in  order  to  ensure  that  these  premises  continue  to  comply  with 
the  Act. 


The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  proceeded  during  the  year,  and 
the  inspection  of  all  houses  in  the  15-ysar  programme  was 
completed  three  years  ahead  of  schedule.  Consideration  will  have 
to  be  given  in  the  near  future  to  a further  inspection  of  the 
district  in  order  to  prepare  a new  programme  of  slum  clearance. 

I would  suggest  that  this  should  be  linked  with  improvement  areas 
and  where  possible  with  smoke  control. 

The  Council’s  smoke  control  programme  was  submitted  to  the 
Minister  and  accepted  in  principle. 
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A new  TZ  type  Pakamatic  Automatic  loading  refuse  collection 
vehicle  was  delivered  during  the  year,  and  with  its  larger  capacity 
helped  to  ensure  that  a regular  weekly  collection  of  household 
refuse  was  made,  except  for  periods  after  holidays,  in  spite  of 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  premises  in  the  district. 

The  tipping  of  refuse  on  the  Low  Moor  Road  tip  ceased  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  new  tip  on  land  adjoining  Park  Lane 
was  started. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent,  with  the  co-operation 
o'f  the  local  Police,  in  enforcing  the  removal  of  itinerant  scrap 
metal  dealers  and  gypsies,  who  from  time  to  time  occupied  various 
sites  in  the  district  and  caused  nuisance  and  concern  to  the 
occupiers  of  nearby  dwellinghouses  and  shops. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the 
department.  I would  also  like  to  thank  Dr.  Young  and  Dr.  Haynes 
and  all  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
and  my  own  staff  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times.

WATER 


The  average  domestic  consumption  over  the  Central  Notts.  Water 
Board’s  area  was  28.95  gallons  per  head  per  day  and  the  total 
trade  consumption  in  Kirkby-in-Ashf ield  was  66,283,000  gallons. 

The  National  Coal  Board  supplied  approximately  2,655,000 
gallons  to  381  of  their  houses  and  12  privately  owned  houses  in 
the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  Kirkby  Colliery. 

Nottingham  City  was  department  supplied  55*000  gallons  to 
houses  in  the  Selston  side  of  the  district. 

Report  from  Central  Notts.  Water  Board 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  have 
been  satisfactory  ( i)  in  quality  and  (ii)  in  quantity  except  that 
in  parts  of  Annesley  Woodhouse,  due  to  the  inadequate  mains 
capacity.,  it  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  restrict  development. 
The  restriction  has  now  been  lifted  and  new  mains  are  at  present 
being  laid  and  a booster  station  is  to  be  constructed. 

It  is  not  now  convenient  to  take  bacteriological  samples  of 
the  raw  water  prior  to  marginal  chlorination  as  chlorination  is 
carried  out  down  the  wells  and  boreholes,  but  51  samples  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  made  throughout  the  area  and  at 
the  pumping  stations  after  marginal  chlorination.  All  of  the 
examinations  proved  negative.  11  chemical  analyses  were  also 
carried  out  on  the  water  from  the  three  pumping  stations 
supplying  the  area  and  these  also  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
Fluoride  as  Fluorine  was  absent  from  the  Noman’s  Hollow  Pumping 
Station  supply  and  the  Far  Baulker  Pumping  Station  supply,  but 
was  present  at  Rushley  Pumping  Station  as  0.10  parts  of  a million. 

The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- solvent  action.

It  was  found  during  the  year  that  tipping  of  chemicals  had 
been  taking  place  adjacent  to  the  Cauldwell  Road  and  within  half 
a mile  of  the  Rushley  Pumping  Station.  The  matter  was  reported 
to  the  Trent  River  Authority  and  the  persons  concerned  with  the 
tipping,  and  the  chemicals  were  removed  and  the  area  back-filled. 
Samples  taken  from  Rushley  Pumping  Station  during  and  after 
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dumping  of  the  chemicals  showed  no  contamination  to  have  taken 
place.  The  samples  were  taken  with  the  help  and  advice  of  the 
Public  Analyst,  Mr.  Fogden.
